McKinley received 1,938 votes and 
Davis,, the Republican candidate for 
Congress, received 1,319 votes, or 619 
less than McKmley.

When the -Teller resolution came a 


in the Senate Senator Stewart dia 
charged a broadside and fired some ho 
shot into the gold camp. He said 
among other things concerning tb 
Stanley Mathews' resolution, which h 
contends is already a law of the Unitec 
States, that the disregard of it by th 
authorities has brought many oalam 
ities upon the land. He attributed th 
panic of 1893 directly to the disregar 
of the law. He showed that the Secre 
tary of the Treasury had no more au 
thority to sell bonds and demand go! 
for them, when there was coin in th 
treasury to pay obligations of the Gov 
ernment, than he had. But the coil 
in the treasury was apparently not th 
kind the bondhoiders.wanted. Senate 
Stewart maintained that the law 
mandatory, and it requires the Secre 
tary of the Treasury to .redeem bond 
in silver coin. Even the Indianapoli 
Convention, which know all that i 
possible for men to know about finance 
admits that Government obligation 
are payable in gold or silver at'th 
option of the Government. . 


The Senator charged that in the sal 


of $262,000,000 of bonds by the Cleve 
land Administration there had been 
steal of $30,000,000 with. the.connivane 
of the Executive, and it was a sham 
that no adequate investigation of th 
steil had ever been made by Congress. 


McKinley could not have gotten votes 


enough to make a decent showing for 
President if he had not been announced 
as a 
bimotallist. 
It 
was claimed 


throughout the West that McKinley 
was a better bimolallist than Bryan, 
bscanse, it wns further claimed, he ad- 
vocated the only method by which bi- 
metallism could be accomplished. 


TELLEB'S Pesolntionr which declares 
or the redemption of United States' 
onds in gold or standard dollars, at 
he option of. the Government, is to b? 
oted upon in the .Senate to-morrow. 
t is almost identical with the Mat- 
hews resolution for which William 
VfcKinley, then Congressman from 
Ohio and now President of the United 
States, cast bis vote In the House. 
When the .bonds were issued they were 
jurchasedwith gold, silver or green- 
backs and it does not seem to here- 
judmtion nor a violation of good faith 
in the part of the Government to re- 
deem them with gold, silver or paper 
money.

(THE n'ENO INCORPOKATION ACT. 


The Supreme Conrt Holds that Proceed- 


ings to Determine 1U Vongtltutional- 
ity Hhor.Sil be 1>y Quo Warranto. 
Justice Massey of the Supreme 


Court has filed an opinion in the Reno 
Incorporation case in which applica 
tion was made "for a writ of certiorari, 
iu which Chief Justice Belknap and 
Justice Bonnifield concur. 


The Court recites the facts that the 


City of Beno is incorporated 
under 


the provisions of an Act of the Legis- 
lature; that said "Act authorizes the 
City Council to borrow money or to 
issue bonds for the purpose of erect- 
ing water works and establishing an 
electric light plant if upon submission 
of the votes cast of the duly qualified 
electors residing within the limits of, 
the City of Reno, as shown by the last 
preceding registration, are in the af- 
firmative; that au election was held in 
October, 1897, and a canvass showed a 
majority in favor of said pioposition; 
an/1, the City Council advertised for 
bids for the purchase of bonds for the 
purpose of constructing water works 
and au electric light plant and for bids 
for plans and specifications for the 
same. The Relator asks tbe Court, np- 
on a review of the proceedings, to 
annul the action of the City Council, 
assigning as reasons therefor the un- 
lOnstitutionality of the law incorpo- 
rating the City of Reno and specific-' 
ally citing twelve provisions of our 
Constitution whereof the Act is viola- 
tive. 


Proceedings in Certiorari in this 


State have been regulated by statute. 
Lt is a writ of review and is granted on 
application by any Court in this State 
xcept a Justice's, Recorder's or May- 
or's, The writ shall be granted in all 
cases where an ipferior tribunal, board 
or officers, exeicising judicial 
fnnc-1 


tions, has exceeded the jurisdiction of 
such tribunal, board, or officer, and | 
;here is no appeal, nor in tho judg- 
ment of the Court, any plain, speedy 
and adequate remedy. The review up- 
on this writ shall not be extended fur- 
,her than to determine .whethei the in- 
enor tribunal has regularly pursued 
;he authority conferred upon the iu- 
'enor tribunal. 


It will be seen fvoin the statutory 


provisions that the power of the court 
n this proceeding ia limited to a re- 
view of thosa nets only that are judic- 


in their character, and tliat are in 


excess of jurisdiction, and then only 
n case there is no right of appeal, 
nor m the judgment any plain, epeedy 
and adequate remedy.

"A further venture was Paul Pry, in 


which, if aiiy one may be excused a 
pun, the editor 'pried' into things in 
too free a manner, and some iuclh iclnals, 
incensed at his fun at their expense, 
dipped him into the river to cool his 
imagination. Further disaster followed 
when one day a phosphorous bottle up- 
set in his laboratory and nearly set the 
train on fire. The conductor promptly 
removed Edison and his 
apparatus, 


printing and chemical, to the platform 
at the next stopping place. 


"It was a bitter moment, of which 


Edison cannot think without feeling 
over again the sense of utter hopelessness 
and desolation which came upon him 
when he saw the train whirling off 
while he stood alone and forsaken 
among his broken goods, his ear tin- 
gling with a brutal box which injured 
iiis hearing for life."
